RADIC ALS A CTIVE 

National Congress Is Only 
Strongly Organized Hindu 
Painty Today Existing 

"India's National Congress party 
has gradually become anti-Brltlsh 
beuauBO the Indian Peoples have be- 
gun to realize a few of the - benefits 
of democracy, and as a subject race, 
restrained from, their imllmlted enjoy- 
ment, have even turned to hate the 
race who Introduced them," stated the 
Maharaja of Burdwani before a 
crowded meeting of the People's 
Forum last eventntf. 

The . gist of the - Maharaja's lecture 
Is as. follows:— There are In India no 
political parties In' the strict sense 
of tho terni as It is understood by 
the Engllsh-spoaklng nations of tho

ISSSi^S^^Pl^Ïl^f^f forts of!, a retired 
colonial official, Octavlu» Humo. 
Tho alms of tho Congress wero three- 
fold, the fusion of all Indian soots 
Into a distinct Indian Nation; the 
gradual regeneration along all llncfl, 
political, commercial, 'cultural and 
moral: the cohaolldatlon of the' union 
between îndlajàtid-lSngiand, and the' 
removal of all conditions iprcjudic'.dl 
to this. - " 

Radicals 'Present. ' . 
■ Radical elements were developing 
and In lSp7 there occurred tho first 
political aut>Assln<iUp:is, - I)^' 1SB7 th.e 
radicals succeeded In Changing ■ the 
constitution of the Indian National 
Congre».'). Its aims now were to seek 
a system of government élmllar to- 
tiiat of the other British Domlnlo'hB 
and to exercise the- same rights.
